Mr. Armstrong assured ma that Um 
NIS personnel not only for intarnational comcunism but also for State' a 
other production responaifcil ttias on the MIS are ruffe now, and never bees 
in the past been, included in th< budget of the K Section or the Depart* 
ment of State as a whole. Nor are tre personnel ihvolved charged againet 
any departmental catlings. The Bureau of the Budget fully waderetande 
that r lA budiTts for these people as a contractual service end does net 
consider people inv< Lved to be chargeable against CIA peraoonel oal lings 
either. 

?. I, therefore, believe that the consent of the Director la aofe 
workable and would not have been made had he bean fully apprised af the 
facts. I also told Mr. Armstrong that the Director did net went he 
co*nlt himself to this financial support for future fiscal years as he 
waa Inclined to keep open the question of whether or not State I be ld 
budget for its own NIS production. I ssid I believed this wee e*k. far

for Fiscal fear 1956.
